Mr. O'NEILL said that this campaign 
against Bass had been proclaimed by certain 
bodies as a national campaign against British 
goods, and he suggested that, as it had been 
so proclaimed, it should be made a national 
charge and not a burden on the taxpayers 
in the towns in which those terrible outrages 
were allowed to take place with a certain 
amount of connivance from the Government 
officers. 


“JOHN BROWN.” 
Mr. WALL (U.I.F., Waterford) asked the 


Minister.for Justice whether it was a fact 
that the ‘‘John Brown” who bid for. the 
cattle at the Sheriff's sale in Dublin on Sep- 
tember 20 was in reality a sergeant of the 
Garda Siochana, and. if so, whether he had 
official authority for so bidding.

_ MINISTER—It is not any part of the duty 
of the Minister for Justice to decide matters 
of this kind. I understand, however, that 
the persons mentioned will be brought before 
the Constitution (Special Powers) ‘Tribunal 
on Monday next, and that they have already 
been served with notices stating fully the 
offence ‘alleged against them—which is, 
shortly, membership of an unlawful associa- 
tion, having among its objects the advocacy 
of non-payment of rates. I understand from 
the Attorney that another charge is also 
under consideration. . 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, told Mr; Burke (U.1., Clare) that 
all claims m connection with flooding of land 
by the Shannon Scheme, except a small num- 
her recently received, had been investigated, 
and compensation would be paid as soon as 
»ossible in all cases where agreement had 
eon reached, It would, however, be appre- 
ciated that there must be some delay, as it 
was necessary to have the sub-division of the 
lands and the apportionment of the annui- 
ties carried out by the Land Commission 
hefore the deeds of transfer could be com- 
pleted. i 


CIVIC GUARDS' DUTIES, 


Mr. E. O'NEILL (U.I., West Cork) asked 
the Minister for Justice if it was now part 
of the specified duties of the new beach of 
the Garda Siochana that, they were to assist 
in the herding and sale of fármers' cattle 
which might seized tor non-payment of 
rates: and if they were instructed to act 
as bidders at sheriffs’ auctions? 

Mr. RUTTLEDUE, Minister for Justice, 
replied—No particular branch of the Garda 
Siochana has any specific duties, or any par- 
ticular instructions, as regards the matters 
referred to in the question, other than the 
duties and instructions common to the whole 
No general instructions have been 
issued to the members of any branch of the 
Garda Siochana to act as bidder at sheriffs’ 
auctions, | 

Mr. O'NEILÍ, said that he had been in- 
formed that cattle had been shipped hy the 
help of this special branch of the Garda— 
“the Broy Harriers.” Was it right that 
members of the forces of this State should 
he used to push cattle into a market which 
the President told them they had as much 
chance of getting back as of getting the 
moon by whistling for it?

BRITISH UNEMPLOYED IN 
ROME. 
From Rruter’s CORRESPONDFNT. 
ROME, Thursday. 


Cheers rang through the ancient Papal 
halls to-day when the Pope gave audience 
to the 450 members of the British unem- 
ployed pilgrimage, who arrived here on 
Monday. The Pope smiled with surprise 
at the warmth of the reception accorded 
him as he entered the gorgeously frescoed 
Ducal Hall. He appeared clothed entirely 
in white and accompanied by his Swiss 
Guards and officials of the Vatican. The 
Pontiff walked among the British working- 
men, who, kneeling, kissed his hand as 
he passed, and inquired sympathetically 
about a little group of deaf and dumb 
members of the pilgrimage, who were 
kneeling by themselves in a corner. 

Then, sitting on his throne, His 
Holiness made a speech in Italian lasting 
forty minutes. Monsignor Godfrey, the 
Rector of the English College in Rome, 
translated the address. 

Contrary to expectation, the Pope made 
no reference to Communism, but spoke 
merely in general terms about unemploy- 
ment.

£250,000 TO HELP SMALL

O’Friel, chairman, presided, and there were 
also present:—Mr. D. Twomey, Professor 
Whelehan, Mr. P. Rogan, and Mr. J, G.

Colonel €. M, Gibbon, Sam ite County 
submitted graphs and diagrams 
showing the weights of pigs at different ages 
raised by him, and gave particulars of the 
foodstuffs given them. From 1924 to 1928 
he kept accurate records of average pigs ' 
different ages in his total stock of 1,241 pigs. 
At regular intervals a tripod, on which a 
spring balance was attached, was taken to 
each sty, and a certain pig known by a 
number was weighed. 

On the question of price, Colonel Gibbon 
said that, with meal at £7 a ton, he 
estimated that a farmer should get at least 
40s. a cwt. live-weight to come ont even. 
His statistics showed that it took 19 weeks 
to make a porker of 120lb. and 28 weeks to 
mike bacon pigs. The comparative English 
figures were 23 weeks for a porker and 75 
weeks for a bacon pig respectively. 

Chairman (Mr. O’Friel)—So that with 
good management, good pigs and balanced 
ration, it is possible to turn out a good 
porker in 19 weeks? | 

Witness—Only with the closest 
vision and, in the case of the 
changing the ration every week.

Mr. D. Twomey—Yon don’t think that 
farmers in vour district could produce bacon 
pigs at the age that you do?—I don’t believe 
that they do. Of course, where a farmer has 
many cows and few pigs, so that he could 
give the pigs plenty of milk, he may get fat - 
pigs early, but it is not general. My pigs 
are pedigree animals. 


CONDITIONS IN KERRY, 


Mr. William H. O'Connor, Castleisland, 
County Kerry, who, with Mr. R. Langford, 
represented the County Kerry Committee of 
Agriculture, said that he was a fairly large 
pig-breeder himself and fattened 1,300 pigs 
last vear. Pig producers in Kerry were prac- 
tically unanimous that the.most suitable type 
of pig was the first cross between the pure- 
bred Irish Large White pig with a good type 
of common sow. All the premium boars in 
Kerry under the Department of Agriculture 
were of the Irish Large White type, except a 


few that were of the common type licensed. 
A big improvement in the quality of Kerry 
pigs had taken place in recent years, an

Approximately 900,000 nigs were required 
for the home market in the Free State, and 
there would be about 300,090 needed to fill 
the British quota—or a total of 1,200,000 
pigs.

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The emergency duties on coal, imposed he.

pany £20,000 in the last half-year, 

The Chairman (Mr. F. J. Dickens), at ves- 
terday’s half-yearly meeting, hoped that 
a satisfactory solution of the present State 
difficulties involving these duties may soon |e 
reached. 

The directors’ report recommended the pay- 
ment of a dividend of £7 per cent. per 
annum. Profit amounted to £71,785 12s. & 
and, after providing for interest charges an 
income tax, there remained £54,635 10s. dd. 
which with £28,865 10s. 6d., balance of last 
account, made a total of £83,501 Ils. 2d. 
Dividend payments would absorb £54,315 
7d., leaving a balance of £29,185 13s. 7d. to 
he carried to next account. 

CHAIRMAN’'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Dickens, having referred to the re- 
signation of Mr. Wiliam Newbigging, 
director, and the co-option of Sir Richard A 
Needham, said that the most onerous burden 
on the company was the emergency duty on 
coal. The amount of this duty paid by them 
on coal imported during the half-year ex. 
ceeded £20,000, or more than five-sixths of 
a penny for every therm of gas sold. This 
was very serious; indeed, in proportion to 
their resources, it was an enormous burden, 
and while it continued there was no hope oi 
effecting the reduction in the price of gas. 

The corporation profits tax, only imposed 
temporarily, was still in force, although they 
considered that its imposition and its con- 
tinuance were imequitable in view of their 
statutory obligations as a public service, the 
limitation of prices and dividends under slid 
ing scale provisions, and other factors.

Keduction of expenditure was possible only 
in. distribution costs, which were down by 
£17,009, mostly under the heading of repairs 
of mains and services. This curtailment 
meant an interruption of a carefully-planned 
scheme for renewals of mains, the results of 
which, to date, have been so successin! that 
the unaccounted-for gas during the half-year 
reached a record low level of 1.32 per cent, 
This was a figure of which any gas unier- 
taking might reasonably be proud. No work 
of urgent need was postponed. 

MOTOR SPIRIT... 

The Chairman mentioned that the company 
is installing a benzole recovery plant, by 
which they shall have a substantial quantity 
of the very best motor spirit; secondly (the 
gas being practically free from naphthalene 
be greatly reduced if not completely elimi- 
nated. It was probable that their own fleet 
of motor veluicles would be run on the ben- 
zole so recovered, displacing a corresponding 
quantity of imported motor spirit. The cost 
of labour would be expended in this country 
instead of abroad, and wages would be an 
appreciable proportion of product.on costs

“ DISGRACEFUL SCENES.” 


The cattle were soon afterwards removed 
to Dublin, and brought to Lenehan’s 
pound in Prussia street. Mr. English 
again announced a sale, and _ large 
numbers of people assembled and showed 
by their truculence and the disgraceful! 
scenes that were enacted that they did 
not assemble for any lawful purpose. 
When the cattle appeared there was dis- 
order. The plan was quite unseemly. 
There was only one bid, and that by Ser- 
geant McManus, who offered £14. The 
cattle were sold to Sergeant McManus, 
but immediately after the sale the crowd, 
which had been merely ill-behaved, rushed 
to the sergeant, and, notwithstanding the 
presence of a large force of police, they 
reached the sergeant. 

He had climbed a ladder, but was pulled 
off it, assaulted, and part of his clothing 
was torn. The facts would justify a charge 
of riot. Among the crowd was Mr. Belton, 
who had arrived about ten minutes to 12. 
The sale was announced for 12 o'clock. 
Mr. Barton, Mr. Ryan and Mr. Cronin 
also were at the sale. Mr. Barton used 
expressions which were improper; Mr. 
Ryan interrupted; Mr. Cronin was dis- 
orderly, and left the pound over the roofs 
of some sheds. The police could de 
nothing. It was charged that the action 
and conduct of the four accused and the 
others acting with them on that occasion 
made them an unlawful assembly. 


“CRIMINAL WORDS.” 


There were calls in the yard for the 
cattle to be sold again. Yielding to 
clamour, Mr. English went. through the 
form of putting the cattle up again. 
Having clamoured for the cattle to be put 
up again, the crowd made no bid. The 
assembly then moved to the cattle market, 
and a meeting was held, Certain words 
were used which were highly criminal. 
The judgments, or one of them at least, 
were still unsatisfied. 


THE EVIDENCE, 


Mr. John A. English, Court messenger 
to the office of the County Registrar, 
Waterford, gave evidence bearing out Mr. 
Geoghegan s statement as to the attempted 
sales at Clonmel, and, describing 
Ithe scenes in Dublin,’ said that 
there was a big crowd at the sale. 
He asked the crowd to make a ring so that 
the cattle could be brought out.

I dropped into the Dail for a while 
yesterday, and was rewarded by hearing 
one of the best pieces of parliamentary 
speech-making that I have heard for some 
time. I am a hardened Dail-goer, and 
leng ago have ceased to be impressed. by 
politicians; but when I heard Dr. T. F. 
O'Higgins yesterday I felt that at. last 
here was something different. If one shut 
one’s eyes, one might almost think that 
it was Kevin O’Higgins addressing the 
House. The same voice, the same accent— 
even to a nuance, the same conciseness of 
phrase, the same rather halting search for 
the met juste, and finally the triumphant 
clinching of the argument—all were 
characteristic of his great brother. Then 
again the gestures were almost identical. 
How I used to enjoy watching Kevin 
O'Higgins, half-leaning over the front 
bench, the half-opened hand poised in mid- 
air; and the elder brother made the same 
gestures yesterday to the life. Apart from 
the resemblance, however, Dr. O’Higgins’s 
speecn was an admirable effort. It was as 
effective as it was restrained, and when he 
sat down one felt that one had been listen- 
ing to a man whose convictions were as 
sincere as his manner was direct and free 
from any trace of humbug or rhetorical 
pretence. 


‘ACichaelmas Geese. 


According to tradition, we should eat 
roast goose at Michaelmas. This bird, 
however, is not the choice of the gourmet 
nowadays. Except for the liver, which goes 
to make paté de fore gras, the usefulness 
of the goose is not very great. This is in 
a measure due to the popularity of the 
turkey, a bird of finer flavour and white 
flesh ‘so much appreciated by the con- 
noisseur. J can foresee the day when the 
yvoose will fade out in this country; for, 
though the bird thrives easily and in- 
expensively if given a wide range of liberty 
on pasture land and in stubbles, where it 
can fend for its living, its price has now 
fallen so low that it will not attract much 
attention from the poultry farmer of tie 
future.., 

There are many varieti'3 of geese, the 
most famous being those that have found 
their way to these parts from Canada, 
China, New Holland, Egypt, Westphalia, 
Magellan, Italy and Toulouse. The last- 
named is the goose which is sacrificed to 
the epicure ; for it is from the liver of that 
breed that paté de foie gras is made. The 
Toulouse goose is a giant among her kind, 
and, though she is a big-framed bird, she 
does not put on much flesh, 


What .A Can! 


I came across the following gem in the 
London Magazine of February, 1752 :— 


“ Lately died in the Barony of Iveragh and 


County of Kerry, Daniel Boye MacCarthy, 
Esq., of a very ancient family, in the 112th 
year of his age. He buried four wives; his 
fifth wife, now a widow. he married when he 
was 84, and she but 14, by whom he had 
abont 20 children, she. bearing a child every 
year; he was a very healthy man, no cold did 
ever affect him: he could not bear the warmth 
of a shirt at night, but put it under his pillow;

Hot-house Blackberries. 


How many people have gathered hot- 
house blackberries? The other day a 
party of us happened to be trespassing in 
a derelict garden, part of the demesne 
surrounding an old eighteenth century 
house on the outskirts of Dublin. We 
were searching for blackberries, and 
presently we found them in the most un- 
expected place. There are several broken 
down conservatories in the garden through 
which the brambles had forced their way 
and had taken root. Both conservatories 
were a mass of branches, heavy “with 


bunches of big round blackberries—I have | 


never seen such large berries before. There 
were grapes, of course, but mere shadows 
of grapes; the plebeian blackberries had 
crushed out the more aristocratic, but less 
tenacious, vines, and were luxuriating in 
the sun. In fact, all the cultivated fruits 
in the garden had degenerated from 
neglect. The apple trees were covered 
with lichen, the apples themselves were 
the size of marbles, and there was one 
pathetic little spray of orange blossom 
growing out of the hal{f-dead orange tree 
in the conservatory. The rest .of the 
garden was in an equally disconsolate con- 
dition. Nettles grew knee deep along the 
remains of a brilliant herbaceous border. 
A couple of goats were grazing on the once 
velvety 'awns; and, worst of all, both the 
little stone nymphs over the lily ponds 
had faille headmost into the slimy water, 
and their legs were sticking up in the 
most piteous manner. The whole 
atmosphere of, the place was a cry for the 
days that are no more. Only the brambles 
had flourished, but we carried home the 
finest basket of blackberries that ever 
were baked in a pie. 


A Dublin Producer. 


I met Dr. I. J. Eppel on one of his 
periodical visits to Dublin the other day, 
and learnt that he has just completed a 
new film for A.T.P. at the Ealing Studios. 
‘The Fortunate Fool,’’ as it is at present 
called, has a very strong cast, headed by 
Sara Allgood and Hugh Wakefield, and I 
understand that Dr. Eppel is trying to 
secure Danny Malone, the Irish tenor, for 
some additiona] scenes. Dr. Eppel, after 
practising for several years as a chemist 
and physician, made “ Irish Destiny,” the 
first all-Irish film of any consequence, 
which broke all records when shown 
hefe in 1926, and later had a five weeks’ 
run at Daly’s Theatre, Broadway. On 
account of its political associations, it 
was banned in England, but was later 
shown in a censored form under the title 
of “An Irish Mother.” The film was 
produced with the co-operation of the Free 
State Government of that time, and re- 
enacted several authentic incidents of the 
civil war, notably the burning of the 
Custom House and the escape from the 
Curragh Camp. Dr. Eppel is keenly alive 
to the prospects of an Irish film industry, 
and is at present in negotiation with a 
view to receiving the official sponsoring of 
the Government,

Mr. Geoghegan said he regarded it as his 


duty to protest against the use by Mr. Lavery 
on two occasions of the words “sham auc- 
tion,” and on one occasion the words “' false 
and fraudulent auction.’’ The bid was quite 
proper, and was the only way of dealing with 
intimidation at an auction. 

Mr. Lavery said that it was an essential 
part of his defence that this was a sham auc- 
tion, and he was as much entitled to describe 
it as such as Mr. Geoghegan had to describe 
it as a real auction. “' If Sergeant McManus 
and the Minister for Justice are produced 
here, we will see what kind of an auction it 
was,” he added. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S VIEW. 

Superintendent R. O'Connell said that when 
he saw the crowd growing he telephoned for 
an extra force of Guards. When the auctioneer 
arrived the crowd was quite orderly. Witness 
told him not to go on with the sale until he 
got a larger force of police. 

inspector O'Connell said that as far as he 
could see there was no interference with the 
auctioneer and no intimidatory remarks. it 
was not Sergeant McManus, in witness s 
opinion, who made the bid, and when the 
crowd surged towards Sergeant McManus he 
told them they were making a mistake. 

The Tribunal adjourned until 11 a.m. 
to day.

Every child—boy or girl—should join one of 
the many children’s classes where dances 
suitable for children’s parties are taught.

MAKING THE MOST OF 
LAMP-LIT HOURS.

EAR MARY,—Now that the long dusk 
1) is creeping on us it is time to think 
of lamp-lit evenings. 

Very few people outside the theatre think 
of the decorative effects of properly-placed 
lights. 

"Haven't you often felt desperate trying to 
get. just the right amount of powder on your 
nos2 with a centre-light throwing your 
shadow on the mirror? Haven't you groaned 
when someone else has seized the only read- 
ing-lamp in the sittingroom before you were 
ready for an armchair and a book? Haven't 
you stumbled down dark stairways because 
the maid has smashed a bulb in the. dining- 
room and replaced it with one from the hall? 


Extra “ Points.” 

Now is the time to get extra “points' put 
in where they are really wanted—beside the 
dressing-table, about. six feet from the fire- 
place, so that reading lamps can stand on 
tables behind the armchairs and not dazzle 
you from the mantelpivce. 

And watch your electrician! See that he 
does not. provide plugs that stick out four 
inches from the skirting to catch your eye, 
or an unwary foot. Arrange to have reading 
lamps more or less stationary in their proper 
places, so. that you need not grope on your 
knees to fit a plug under the lowest shelf of 
w book-case. 

Get in a good supply of electric bulbs of 
various candlepower; have fuse-wire, or car- 
tridge fuses (of the right voltage!), in readl- 
ness for a “black out.” And if the district 
by misfortune is plunged into sudden night, 
be one of the wise few who have candles and 
an oil lamp or two available. 


Lampshades. 

It is worth while to spend an evening con- 
templating the effect of your lampshades. 
Do the open tops of the reading lamps hit 
you in the eye when you stand up? ts the 
centre light softly diffused, or directed down- 
ward in a blinding glare? Do the colours of 
your. shades really harmoni with your 
rooms ? 

Having made notes of possible improve- 
ments, buy or make enough shades to allow 
for a change now and again; for often when 
you are really bored with a room a new shade 
will make an incredible difference to its whole 
aspect.

ATTENDANCE AT MEATH 


CLASSES FALLING. 


At a special meeting of the Meath Voca- 
tional Education Committee a deputation at- 
tended from the Meath Gaelic League Com- 
mittee and submitted a statement that the 
Education Committee had affronted their 
committee by its refusal to reappoint Mr. 
O'Higgins and Mr. Quinn, who for many 
years worked in the Irish-Ireland cause, and 
considéred these teachers had been unjustly 
treated for some years past in the adminis- 
tration of the scheme; that while other and 
en appointments were being made 
requently and other branches of the scheme 
extended the Gaelic classes had been re- 
duced from forty to fifteen centres. Thr 
statement concluded :—‘* The Committee feels 
that the cause of the Irish-Ireland revival 
was not advanced by the absorption of classes 
and teachers in the technical scheme, because 
the Technical Education Committee has not 
in the spirit as well as in the letter given 


"to the Irish language the preferential treat- 


ment and sympathetic consideration which 
it deserves.’’ 

The Chairman, Senator Duffy, stated that 
the attendance at the classes fell away for 


Mr. Sean McNamidhe, Chief Executive 
Nfficer, said that they were not getting the 
students who were leaving vhe primary 
schools, for what reason he did not know. 
There was no decision of the Committee not 
to reappoint the teachers mentioned. They 
wanted to advertise the positions and let 
these teachers apply in the formal wav. The 
aititule of the Committee had been uni- 
formly satisfactory, and they had given 
the teachers every facility to go to summer 
classes and paid their expenses. They had 
also given eight scholarships to the 
Gaeltacht. 

Mr. Duffy, another member of the deputa- 
tion, said that as far as Messrs. Quinn and 
0’ Higgins were concerned the administration 
of the scheme had been unduly harsh. . 

Mr. Tully said that he could not under- 
stand why the Committee were being blamed 
with being unsymnathetie with the language. 
Three years ago tlie average of a class was 
fixed at ten, but in order to helo on the 
classes in the different districts it was re- 
duced to six. Notwithstanding this and all 
the other facilities the attendances at the 
classes had fallen considerably. 

After further discussion the Committee 
decided to reappoint Messrs. O'Higgins and 
Quinn.

Chicago in London.

Tshekedi Restored. 


Everybody will welcome the King’s 
decision to reinstate Tshekedi as acting 
chief of the Bamangwato tribe in 
Bechuanaland. By the testimony of good 
Europeans in the Protectorate Tshekedi 
was an admirable chief. He is a Chris- 
tian, well-educated, of high probity, and 
he was a wise administrator of the high, 
the middle. and the low justice among the 
Bamangwato, Unfortunately, he ordered 
the flogging of a white man, and, although 


; that person may have earned his punish- 


ment very thoroughly, white South Africa, 
for a thousand reasons, cannot allow 
natives to claim such rights. Tshekedi, 
therefore, was deposed solemnly by the 
Acting High Commissioner and was 
ordered to live in another district. He 
said that he had taken the law into his 
own hands only after his charges against 
disorderly Europeans had been ignored by 
the resident magistrate, but the High 
Commissioner, after a formal inquiry, now 
acquits British authority of any such 
neglect. 'Tshekedi took his sentence like 
a gentleman, and his period of sackcloth 
has been brief. Having disclaimed any 
right to exercise judicial powers over 
Europeans, he has been restored to his 
chieftainship by the King’s order, made 
on the advice of the High Commissioner for 
South Africa and the Dominions Secre- 
tary. As the deposition was inflicted | 
formally by Rear-Admiral Evans, so the 
restoration will be proclaimed as formally 
by the High Commissioner at Serowe. 
The thing is being done handsomely ; and 
we can hope that no bitter feeling will 
survive. Indeed, this affair may have 
good results if it attracts British and 
South African attention to the needs and 
problems of Bechuanaland and the other 
Protectorates. The troubles of Tshekedi 
and his fellow-chiefs are not confined to the 
various misdeeds of undesired Arcadians, 
like Messrs. McIntosh and McNamee. 
Bechuanaland is a poorly-developed 
country, whose soil to-day does not sup- 
port its large native population; most of 
the able-bodied men migrate for half the 
year to the South African mines. Educa- 
tion must be fostered ; modern methods of 
agriculture must be introduced, and the 
native chiefs, still intensely conservative, 
must be enlisted in these tasks of reform. 
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Gas and Coal. 


An important sidelight on the re- 
sults of Mr. de Valera’s economic war 
is afforded by the chairman's speech at 
yesterday's. half-vyearly meeting of the 
Alhance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas Com- 
pany. The Gas Company must use British 
coal, and is forced by the Free State 
Government to pay the emergency duty 
which was imposed by Mr. de Valera in 
order to damage British exporters. This 
duty in six months amounts to more than 
£20,000, which must be paid not by the 
British coal-owner, but by the Dublin Gas 
Company. It represents five-sixths of 
penny on every therm that is sold to the 
public, and Mr. Dickens explained yester- 
day that, but for this so heavy impost, 
the price of gas to the consumer could be 
reduced. The economic war, which has 
resulted in nothing but misery and 
pauperism, is being financed not only by 
the unfortunate farmer who cannot sell his 
cattle, but also by the Dublin slum-dweller, 
who depends almost entirely on gas for 
heating and cooking as well as for light. 
During the winter months the burden will 
fall mcre cruelly on the poor, who already 
are in a parlous way; and, in the circum- 
stances, the maintenance of the five 
shilling duty is outrageous. Especially for 
gas, British coal is essential, and the con- 
tinuance of the import duty merely 
hampers the progress of one of the Free 
State’s most important industries, and 
penalises the very poor.

Does a nation which 
makes every sacrifice to put its own house 
in order, and which has never failed in 
courage or in diligence, deserve the con- 
tempt and hostility of the world? 

“The words ‘revenge’ and ‘ war’ 
should be expurgated from the inter- 
national vocabulary. 

“ Can one find a single act of our Chan- 
cellor’s, or our Government, that would 
justify the suspicion of war? Everywhere 
there is no disarmament, but re-armament 
is going on—except in Germany. We can- 
not, and will not, give up the hopes that 
an understanding is possible. 

‘It is impossible to divide the world 
for - all eternity into victors and 
vanquished. 

“ Germany is ready and determined to 
co-operate in the solution of the great 
crisis to the best of its ability.” 

Dr. Goebbels ridiculed statements made 
abroad regarding Germany’s concentration 
camps, and declared that ‘‘Germany was 
willing to allow anybody to visit these 
camps.’’

Tshekedi will be reinstated as acting 
chief at Serowe by the High Commissioner 
as soon as the necessary arrangements can 
be made. 

The High Commissioner for South 
Africa has received from Tshekedi, who 
was lately, by his order, suspended from 
the exercise of the functions of acting chief 
of the Bamangwato tribe in the Bechuana- 
land Protectorate, the following communi- 
cation :— 

““ As it appears that there is a feeling 
that it is my desire to try cases in which 
Europeans are involved, I desire to repeat 
what Mr. A. C. Germond said at the 
recent inquiry, that I said to him on 6th 
September, 1933, that I wished to stress 
the fact that I had not taken such a step 
regarding P. W. McIntosh with the inten- 
‘tion of raising an issue on a point of juris- 
diction affecting my Court, but I had been 
compelled, in the interests of just adminis- 
tration and the good of my people, to order 
the punishment of McIntosh. 

‘‘I hereby abandon any right to deal 
with a case in which a European is con- 
cerned, and I undertake not to deal. with 
any European case in the future. 

“In order to remove any misapprehen- 
sion that might exist I did not, and will 
not, claim to be immune from the laws of 
the Protectorate as now in force, or as 
may be hereafter in force.. No one could 
regret more than I do what has occurred, 
and I desire to assure the High Commis- 
sioner that I would at all times work in 
harmony and loyal co-operation with the 
Administration.” 


THE SEPARATE INQUIRY. 


As regards the first part of this com- 
munication, the High Commissioner, 
simultaneously with the inquiry held by 
his order into the circumstances surround- 
ing the flogging of McIntosh, caused a 
separate inquiry to be held, with a view 
to ascertaining whether there was ground 
for the complaint made by Tshekedi that 
there had been failure on the part of the 
Administration to deal promptly and 
adequately with offences committed by 
McIntosh and othet Europeans in Serowe. 

From this inquiry, the full report of 

which is expected to be received about 
the middle of October, it appears that 
charges were brought against McIntosh 
and McNamee on several occasions 
between 1930 and 1932, when evidence was 
available of actual offences against the 
law. During this period McIntosh had 
been convicted of assault and sentenced 
to a fine of 10s. or two weeks’ imprison- 
ment with hard labour. 
The following convictions had been 
obtained against McNamee :—(1) Assault, 
fine of £2 or one week’s imprisonment 
with hard labour. (2) Assault and maii- 
cious irjury to property, one month's im- 
prisonment with hard labour and one 
week's imprisonment respectively. (3) 
Assault, fine of 10s. or two weeks’ im- 
prisonment with hard labour. 


In 1932, in view of complaints by 
of McIntosh and McNamee with native 
women, the Acting Resident Commissioner 
ordered an inquiry, with a view to possible 
action against them under Proclamation 
No. 8 of 1929. 

As regards this proclamation, it is to be 
observed that persons born within the 
protectorate—as were McIntosh and 
McNamee—cannot be expelled from the 
protectorate, but can only be removed 
from one district within the protectorate 
to another, 

In view of the difficulty of getting the 
women concerned to discuss with the 
police matters of this nature the Acting 
Chief was asked to collect the necessary 
evidence. Owing partly to absences from 
Serowe and partly to absorption in other 
affairs, the Acting Chief took no steps to 
collect such evidence and in the absence 
of any evidence such as would justify 
action under the proclamation referred to 
the matter was dropped for the time 
being. 

In March, 1933, a further complaint 
was received from a Turopean living in 
Serowe. After correspondence with the 
Acting “Chief the Resident Magistrate 
severely reprimanded and warned 
McIntosh in the presence of witnesses.

As a result of this action the European 
referred to stated that the nuisance caused | 
by these men had now ceased.

ACT OF APPALLING SEVERITY. 


Mr. F. MacDERMOT (United [Ireland 
Party) moved :—‘‘ That, in the opinion of 
the Dail, the Government’s use of the Con- 
stitution (Amendment No. 17) Act, 1931, has 
been unjust and oppressive and is deserving 
of censure.”’ He said that to resist the 
motion the Government must satisfy the 
House that they were justified in bringing 
the Public Safety Act into operation, and 
that they had administered it with impar- 
tiality. The subject was one that must 
excite strong feelings in those who believed 
that the Government’s conduct had been un- 
fair and tyrannical; but, so far as he was 
concerned, he would try to discuss the matter 
with good temper, and would try to avoid 
the sort of personalities that were indulged 
in with reference to the same measure in 
1931. 

There is, however, said Mr. MacDERMOT, 
one strong thing, one offensive thing, that I 
feel obliged to say, so I will say jt at once 
and get it cver. It is stated in the Press 
with apparent authority that the Labour 
Party have decided to support the Govern- 
ment on this motion. — 1 have been a student 
of politics all my life, not only in this 
country, but in several others, and [ have 
learned not to expect too much of politicians. 
Nevertheless, I wish to state that I have 
never heard or read of any political action 
so unprincipled, so contemptible, and so de- 
finitely degrading to public life as will be a 
vote by the Labour Party in justification of 
the Government’s use of the Public Safety 
Act, in the face of all their declarations on 
the subject in the past; and, indeed. of all 
the opinions of those among them to-day who 
still have minds to think with or hearts to 
feel with. pease 

The Public Safety Act—I am using the 
name by which it is popularly known—is an 
Act of appalling severity. It is not by busi- 
ness to inquire whether its introduction was 
justified in 1951, although I will say quite 
candidly that there are things in it which 1 
would have difficulty in supporting under any 
circumstances. It is quite certain, at any 
rate, that to give these powers of life and 
death to a few military officers and to the 
Fxecntive Council is something which can 
only be Wefended on the plea of overwhelming 
necessity. 


FIANNA FAIL FIN 1931. 

The Government cannot escape the imputa- 
tion of being unjust and oppressive unless 
they can show first, that there is a widespread 
prevalence of serious crime, and, second, that 
the resources of the ordinary law dealing with 
such crime have been exhausted. In 1951 the 
(Ypposition went even further than the posi- 
tion I am taking. They admitted through the 
mouth of Deputy de Valera that terrible 
things had recently been done. They did not 
deny that intimidation of witnesses and juries 
had stood in the way of bringing the offenders 
to justice. They did not deny that violence 
had been used against the Civic Guards, al- 
though they maintained that the Civic Guards 
had in some cases given provocation. 
They took the view, however, that for a 
Government to bring in such a bill was a con- 
fession of its unfitness to govern, and that. in 
the words of Deputy Fahy, ‘‘a Government 
should take office who believed that they could 
govern without such measures as these.” 
Deputy de Valera said that the motto of a 
Government bringing in such a measure was, 
“If anyone gets in your path squeleh him, 
by God. squelch him.” Deputy Sean T, Kelly 
said that such a measure could only sow the 
seed of dissension and strife. Deputy Rutt- 
ledge maintained that the constitution of the 
Tribunal was enough in itself to damn the 
whole bill, as members of the Defence Forces 
would regard themselves as cervants of the 
Executive Council. Senator Colonel Moore 
declared that the whole law was in such con- 
fict with the first principles of justice that 
anv sentence of the Tribunal would be devoid 
of moral validity, and that any death sentences 
would be nothing short of murder. All these 
things and more, with illustrations from the 
lives of the principal members of the Govern- 
ment, were said by Deputy MacEntee, whose 
sober and kindly eloquence so endears him to 
this House. 
Whether or not all these fundamental ob- 
jections to the bill can be sustained, clearly 
I am on safe ground in saying that a preval- 
ence of crime and a breakdown of the ordinary 
law are needed to justify it. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Now let me consider the circumstances under 
which the bill was brought into operation by 
the present Government. Where was the 
serious crime? I know of none, or, at any 
rate, of none among the organisation against 
which the Public Safety Act was directed 
The Government brought the Act into 
operation for the purpose of dealing 
with the National Guard. What crimés 
had the National Guard committed? I know 
of only one attempt at a full statement of 
the case against them—namely, that made 
hy the Minister for Justice in the Senate, and 
I can only describe it as 
frivolous. Objection was taken, on the one 
hand, to the internal constitution of the or- 
ganisation and, on the other hand, to their 
political objects. d to 
the duties of obedience and discipline and a 
system by which those in authority were 
appointed from above and not elected from 
below, existed equally in bodies that no (so- 
vernment would think of banning outside 
Germany, Spain or Mexico—in religious 
orders, Boy Scouts, the Salvation Army and 
many others; they even existed in the I.R.A, 
The duty of obedience does not imply that 
orders should he obeyed if they are contrary 
‘to law. In any case the constitution of the 
National Guard was substantially the same 
when it was still the A.C.A. The Govern- 
ment did not find it necessary to take these 
extraordinary measures against it until 
(jeneral O'Duffy took command, 

As far as I can learn the influence of 
(General O'Duffy on the National Guard was 
entirely beneficial, He purged it of some 
doubtful characters. He announced that it 
was to be definitely non military, without 
military drill, without arms.

that its leaders were influenced by observa- 
tion of Fascist movements in other countries, 
and it did seem possible that we were moving 
towards a civil conflict between what the 
President described as “private armies.’ 
When General O'Duffy took over I felt re- 
assured, and [ believe that I was justified in 
feeling reassured, and 1 thought that a youth 
movement, laying stress on athletics and 
voluntary public service and on devotion to 
law, order and liberty, was the best possible 
antidote to the corruption of our young 
people by subversive influences. It is true 
that in some of his speeches General O’ Duffy 
advocated the reform of Parliamentary 
government, but, while I frankly do not agree 
with everything he said on that subject, there 
was not a word of illegality in it, nor any 
suggestion that these reforms.were to be 
introduced by force. 

What, then, explains the violent excitement 
registered by the Government—their stock- 
taking of arms held, their ridiculous Guy 
Fawkes melodrama in the cellars of Leinster 
House in imitation of the German Reichstag 
fire, the enrolling of special Guards with ex- 
perience in the use of guns, and all the rest 
of the sensationalism which caused such an 
inrusn of foreign newspaper correspondents 
and which, according to the statement made 
by the Mrnister for Industry and Commerce 
last night, did so much damage to Irish 
trade? Obviously, the explanation is the 
sudden conviction of the Government that 
General O'Duffy was going to be a political 
danger to them. 


DICTATORIAL POWERS, 

I will not accuse them of having acted 
fraudulently; I will put it not higher than 
this, that they managed to believe, or half- 
believe, what it suited them to believe. But 
men must be judged by their actions, and 
the action of the Government in calling in the 
Public Safety Act and in proclaiming the 
National Guard is none the less unjust and 
oppressive, even if they worked themselves 
into the belief that they had grounds for 
doing so. Whether they intended it or not, 
they have acted exactly on the motto referred 
to by Deputy de Valera: “If anyone gets in 
Far path, squelch him, by God, squelch 
im.” 

Having obtained their dictatorial powers, 
the Government did not stop short, at, using 
them against the no longer existent National 
Guard, or even for impeding the Young Ire- 
land Association. Powers which they did not 
think necessary for dealing with terrible acts 
of sabotage during the railway strike or with 
attacks on private property and private 
liberty by the members of the I.R.A., they 
are now using against farmers who have been 
driven to desperation by the ruin which the 
Government's policy has brought upon them, 
As the case of some of these men is sub judice 
[ cannot .speak quite freely on the subject, 
but I will say iin--sienaai that there is 
deliberate refusal to pay rates by men who 
nave the means to pay them, or even that 
there is an organised effort to prevent such 
people paying rates, both of which I deny— 
why is not the matter dealt with by the 
ordinary law? As Deputy Davin said in 1931, 
there is ample machinery for dealing with any 
refusal to pay rent or rates. The Government 
have not heen confronted with any sudden or 
unexpected emergency. 


THE COLLECTION OF RATES. 

Everybody knew that there was going to be 
difficulty about collecting rates and annuities 
this -year, as there was about collecting an- 
nuities last year, and that apart from any pres- 
sure or conspiracy. Take the case of County 
Kerry, which is probably the most Fianna 
Fail county in Ireland. Recently published 
figures show that only £4,000 out of £76,000 
has been collected in current rates. ‘The 
Government's policy was bound to lead to 
this, and I suggest that these oppressive and 
sensational proceedings by the Government 
against farmers are what the Americans call 
a “frame-up,’’ by which they hope to  per- 
suade the ccuntry, and even themselves, that 
what has come to pass is a proof, not of their 
own rashness and folly, but of the wickedness 
of the Opposition. 

I shall not further detain the House at this 
stage, because I feel that I shall have more 
to say when I am replying at the conclusion 
of the debate, «My difficulty now is that I 
have so little in the way of a Government 
case attack. Thev simply have not begun 
to make out a defence of the harsh and 
arbitrary action they have taken. Still less 
have they attempted to explain the lack of 
impartiality with which they are admninister- 
ing the Public Safety Act. They have given 
us no clue to the mental process by which 
they reconcile what they are doing now 
with what they did in 1931. ‘ can 
find mora excuse for them than 1 can for the 
J.abour Party, because it is the besetting sin 
ef Governments to believe that their 
cpponents are enemies of the country who 
eught to be squelched, but the Labour Party 
that supports tyranny 1s false to everything 
that it stauds for.

ACT AN INSULT TO THE 
COUNTRY. 

Professor J. M. O'SULLIVAN (U.L, 
Kerry) said that neither in this House nor 
in the country had the Government put up 
the semolunce of a case for their conduct 
either in bringing the Act into operation or 
the method m which they were enforcing it. 
It was not merely an insult to the House, 
but it was an insult to the country that 
the Government did not reply, or put up a 
case for abrogating the ordinary constitu- 
tional rights of the people of the country. 
It was an insult to anything in the nature 
of democratic rights and principles to brin 
this Act into operation without a tittle o 
excuse. They expected, nothing better from 
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the powers of the Public Satety Act? 


The real reason why the Act was being 


enforced was perfectly clear. The Govern- 
ment saw growing up in the country a healthy, 


God-fearing, law-abiding movement that made 


an appeal to the young people of the country, 
and they were determined to squelch it by 


enforcing the enofmous powers given by the 


Oireachtas te the Government of the country 


to deal with exceptional cireuntstancés. © It 


was to the youth of the country, to the young 


priests, that the President had appealed on 


public platforms; and now he saw a move- 
ment growing up that was capturing these 
young people, a movement whose very éssence 
was respect for the law and the rights of the 
people as a whole, and because that was 
making a successful. appeal he determined to 
use the Public Safety Act to strangle it. 


1931 AND 19338. 

The Government had decided to squelch 
this movement, and all because it }ad a moral 
constructive policy and was appealing to the 
imagination of the young people. There was 
no singk evidence of illegal action or a single 
charge ot any consequence against the move- 
ment, but they had stood in the President's 
path, and away with them. He was con- 
vinced that with Mis enormous faculty for 
proving things Fresident de Valera would 
undertake to prove first one thing and then 


another. He would prove that the people 
of the country had morally -no right to get 
rid of him or bis Government; and, secondly, 
he would undertake to prove, and 
prove it to his own _ satisfaction, 
that the people had constitutionally no 
right to get rid of his Government. 


In the misuse of this Act the Government 
were attempting to deprive the people of con- 
stitutional methods to constitutionally rid 
themselves of the present Government, and 
because there was a successful movement ol 


that kind, appealing especially to the youth | 


of the country, the Government had deter- 
mined to act tyrannicaily. 

That was the explanation of the conduct 
of the Executive and of the hysterical 
speeches made by the -President during the 
last few weeks. That was his respect for the 
institutions of the country, and the instru- 
ments he utilised for his own ambition. Re- 
ference had been made to the circumstances 
that made the passing of the Act netessary, 
but he would ask those professing a certain 
respect for Parliar ents and for democratic 
institutions to contrast the action of the 
Government who introduced the bill with the 
action of the Government to-day in its use 
of the Act. When the Act was introduced 
and passed a case was made for it. There 
was then a conspiracy to upset the estab- 
lished Government of the country by force, 
the ordinary administration of the law had 
broken down completely, and every method 
had been tried by the then Government to 
cope with the very serious situation that was 
trampling underfoot the rights of the ordi- 
nary individual and the rights of the people. 
When these efforts failed the Act was passed. 
There was nothing of the kind to-day. There 
was no case for the operation of the Act, but 
as late as last July the President had made 
it clear, that he was going to use these 
tremendous powers against a political cam- 
paign threatening his existence as a Govern- 
ment. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S EXCUSE, 


Since the Government came into office they 
had stirred up panics now and then, but, 
great as its propagandist ability was, no plots 
or menaces had been discovered.. They had 
the case of the Attorney-General attending 
the police court on the celebrated Secret Act 
case, when an effort was made to create a 
certain atmosphere, but the jury did not 
think it worth its while to listen to the 
defence in the case, and threw it out of court. 
He had yet to hear the President, who made 
so many hysterical speeches, give a real, 
straight, vigorous conllomanatiod of real dis- 
respect for law, real breaches of law. or real 
extreme views on economics or politics or 
methods. [These condemnations were re- 
served for those who respected the law. 

What, he asked, was at the back of people 
refusing to pay rates? Was it not the fact 
that the Government had made it impossible 
for a large number of people in the country 
to pay rates or anything else? That had been 
the result of their policy, and*why were the 
Government so ready to spring to, the con- 
clusion that there was a conspiracy’? It was 
these trumpery cases that the Military Tri- 
bunal was called on to deal with. and ‘surely 
there was not the excuse that the Govern- 
ment had not power to deal with them under 
the ordinary law. But its excuse was that 
thev, as the Government. had the power to 
do it, and that they were justified in doing 
it. That was their excuse, but it was no 
excuse, for the more exceptional powers 
a Government had the stronger: should 
be the case for utilising these powers.

It did 
nothing about it, but reed on personal abuse 
and hooliganism, The blue shirt, which was 
now such a terrible menace, but was only the 
sign of comradeship, was no menace to them 
at that time. They were, however, attract- 
ing the youth of the country, and the new 
generation was beginning to see through the 
spurious patriotism of the present Govern- 
ment and getting down to the essences that 
this country should be free and prosperous 
and command respect.

If that statement represented the mind of 
the National Guard and the United Ireland 
Party, the only logical end of that policy was 
to scrap the system and have a dictatorship, 
such as had disgraced the pages of democracy 
in other countries. They could not overlook 
the military form the organisation had taken 
and the method of salutation, for which it had 
tas to Germany—the Fascist salute.

WHY IT WAS SUPPRESSED. 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the Government had 
called the bluff of the National Guard that 
had led to the debate and the ridiculous non- 
sense to which they were listening. They 
were told that ten months ago free speech 
was threatened, and because of that the 
A.C.A, came into existence, The Civic 
Guards, with General O’Duffy as their Com- 
niissioner, were responsible ‘for keeping order 
at public meetings. They should ask him 
to tell his associates in the party opposite .if 
he failed to carry out his orders either through 
unwillingness or incompetence; because the 
responsibility rested with him. The A.C.A. 
were organised on military lines; it had arms 
at its disposal. If its objects were to go 
along the country preaching respect for law, 
why did it require its miltary titles, its 
uniform, or arms? ‘The only difference be- 
tween General O’Duffy’s method of govern- 
ment and that in Russia was that in Russia 
the people’s represettatives would be elected 
by the people, while those in General 
O'Duffy's liament would be elected by 
General O'Duffy. 

The National Guard was not a political 
association, and did not pretend to be a 
political organisation.

(Continued from Page 8, Column 7.) 

Mr. G. O'SULLIVAN—lt was preached at 
the time. : 

Mr. DE VALERA—It was preached by no 
responsible person. 

Continuing, Mr. DE VALERA said that 
the speeches made during the debate were an 
incitement all the time not to pay rent and 
rates, whether the person was able to pay or 
not. What was the meaning of the con- 
spiracy which intimidated the other people 
who could pay from paying, and getting 
them not to pay. Everybody knew that that 
campaign would not only bring the whole of 
the Local Government system into abeyance, 
but would practically end society as they 
understood it. Some of the Deputies had 
been trying to discourage the Civic Guards 
at a time when all their courage was needed 
to deal with the situation they had in hands. 


THE POLICY OF PATIENCE. 

He (Mr. DE VALERA) said to the Civic 
Guards that every man who did his duty 
impartially would be encouraged by them as 
long as they were in office. General O'Duffy 
was removed. because they could have no 
man in the position that they could not have 
confidence in. Against public opinion they 
brought in a bill to provide him with a 
pension, They had to face a great deal of 
public odium trom their own people by bring- 
ing in that bill, and the first thing this guar- 
dian of the law did was to make the carrying 
out of the law more difficult than it ever 
was before. 

They had tried a policy of patience to 
allow a movement that was built in the past, 
and which had its roots in the past, to die 
out.

Mr. Lemass 
had brains, but no character; Deputy Fhnn 
was a parvenu, and Mr. Aiken was almost 
incoherent. They only urged people to say 
that the Irish were not fit to have selt- 
government. 

The next Government was going to have 
a terrible task. Demoralisation was rapidly 
taking place. He knew of decent men who 
were playing with the idea of not paying any 
debts, men who had never thought of that 
before. That was the terrible doctrine 
preached by Mr. de Valera and his men; 
they demoralised the country. 

The PRESIDENT said that Mr, Hogan’s re- 
mark was false. 

Mr. HOGAN said that the country was 
now in dangrr and they should face up to it. 
Putting the Safety Act into force against the 
National Guard would not save the situation. 
If the country was to get anywhere the people 
should have ecg¢rage and character, Back 
benchers on the Fianna Fail Party were 
aware of the position, and recognised that 
so long as the present gross partiality con- 
tinued the demoralisation would ce@piunue. 


THE OPPOSITION. 


The Oppos tion Party having made the law 
would obey it always, even if there was gross 
misuse of authority. The President was carry- 
ing out the political policy of the 1.R.A.; the 
Governor-General had been removed, 0’ Duffy 
had been dismissed. All this, he believed, 
was done at the dictation of men without 
wit, word or worth. | 

‘Yon can,’’ he declared, “ go on and ad- 
minister the Public Safety Act, as far as we 
are concerned, because we always obey the 
law, but will you (pointing to the President) 
tell your followers to do the same thing?’ 

Continuing, Mr. Hogan said they would 
always find in any organisation men carrying 
a gun without a licence, but what really 
counted was the official policy of the organi- 
sation. The official policy of the National 
Guard, as it was, or Young Ireland Associa- 
tien as it is now, was the formation of a band 
of young unarmed men to ensure free speech. 
Since 1923 there had been a determined effort 
by certain people to prevent free speech in 
the country, and it was that that gave rise 
to the National Guard, 

“H," he coneluded, ‘‘ anybody airaed at 
dictatorship in this country it was him 
(pointing to the President), but that hope 
has now died in his heart, and the country 
will go on in spite of him.” 


REPLY ON THE DEBATE. 
Mr. MacDERMOT, replying, said that he 


had put it that unless there was a prevalence 
of serious crime in the country, and that the 
ordinary law could. not deal with the situa- 
tion, there was no need for the invocation of 
the Act. The Government had established 
neither one thing nor the other. No serious 
case had been made for the Government’s 
action. Not one speaker on their side had 
even pretended to estab'ish that they had 
administered the Act impartially. The Pre- 
sident’s view of brotherly love and patience 
was extended to one organisation, on the 
grounds that it was a long time in existence, 
hut there was no such exercise of patience or 
brotherly love to the farmers. The Presi- 
dent had made the point that what was 
very uudesirable about the establishment of 
the National Guard was that it gave en- 
couragement and further life to the LR.A. 
That wa’ not true. . In 


Was that true’ 
many parts of the country young men were 
being forced into the I.R.A., and that these 


young men now had no such feeling was 
entirely due to the existence of the National 
Guard. The President hed said—and he 
accepted his sincerity—that the I.R.A. move- 
ment now was undesirable, and that he re- 
arded the members of it as being misled. 

ut he desired time and brotherly love to 
eure them. That was his attitude. Was it 
the attitude of his party? How many of his 
arty had welcomed the existence of the 

R.A. and its false theories? They desire 
to keep quiet while the present Government 
is in powers, but no des.re to keep quiet if 
any other Government came into power, That 
attitude had been plainly stated in the Senate 
by Mr. Comyn, who said he hoped that the 
I.R.A. would always exist until the day the 
Republic was proclaimed in the country. 

He had taken the trouble to find out the 
reason for the withdrawal of the censure 
motion in the Senate, and was assured by the 
mover that the reasons given by the Minister 
for Justice did not represent the facts, and 
that he did not find the speech of the Minister 
convincing, The Labour Party said they 
decided to vote for the Government without 
hesitation. 

A LABOUR DEPUTY -—-Unanimous, 

Mr. MacDERMOT---More shame on them. 
I cannot imagine how they have any sincerity | 
in them to come to such a decision. He 
appealed to every fair-minded deputy to vote 
for the motion.

“The Welfare of the Child” was the 
subject of an address by Dr. F. M. B. Allen, 
M.D., M.R-C.P., author of a book on child 
welfare, who said :— 

Tuberculosis, rheumatism and many other 
diseases were manifest in adolescence or adult 
life as a result of initial abnormality in 
childhood or infancy. 


DANGERS OF TOO MUCH 
SUN, 


Vitamins take their place high up in the 
list of important discoveries of the twentieth 
They were essential to well-being, 
but these products were extremely potent, ard 
must be used with care and discrimination. 
Deaths had occurred in infants who had 
been given excessive amounts of vitamine D. 
Undue exposure to the sun had the power 
of elaborating a vitamine produce which 
would eventually cause early hardening of 
the arteries and lead to raised blood pressure 
and premature death. Exposure to sunlight | 
was also actually harmful.in certain stages | 
of tuberculosis. 

The removal of tonsils in children at one, 
time threatened to become a universal ex- 
perience, but latierly the pendulum had for- | 
tunately swung to a more judicious con. i 
servatism to the advantage of the child, 

Rheumatism was caused hy micro-organism 
gaining entrance to the body, most likely 
vy way of the tissues of the throat. 


PREVENTING 
TUBERCULOSIS. 


With regard to tuberculosis, if it was to 
be eradicated it must be by prevention, as a 
cure was not available. The infection almost 
always begins in infancy end early child- 
hood. This primary infection might be re- 
garded as a Muaidh, because it meant that 
the child had survived the infection by de- 
veloping a degree cr protection which would 
probably enable it to resist all but massive 
infection late 

The disease was spread by milk containing 
bacill: and by individuals who were the sub- 
jects of tuberculosis. | 

It wes riciculoas, and even pathetic, to 
supply tubercle-free milk to a child when 
there was every opportunity of its being 
witected by an individual m daily contact 
with it, or hv contact with tuberculosis in 
tiamcars, public parks, and streets.
